In illustrations and binding, however. 
Is not so remarkable as the Increase 
in th« number of juvenile books annu- 
ally put upon the market. 
An exam- 


ination of the publishers' 
announce- 


ment* shows that the list of new juve- 
nile books Is considerably larger than 
that of new fiction for adults. Most of 
these volumes find a profitable market, 
for the publishing of children's books 
tiaa proved to be a profitable branch of 
the trade The next generation will 
be a generation of omnivorous readers, 
If a multiplicity of juvenile books can 
educate them Into that habit. Wheth- 
er this Is a desirable consummation Is 
another question. 
It la by no means 


certain that the phenomenal Increase 
in the amount of Juvenile fiction is a 
matter for congratulation. 
The aver- 


age story for boys or girls is fully a a 
ephemeral as the average adult novel. 
Happily there la every reason to be- 
lieve that the boys and girls do not ac- 
tually read ns much as the large sales 
of juvenile books would indicate. The 
sale* Indicate the gift-giving propensi- 
ties of prosperous parents and frleuds 
rather than the reading hablta of the 
hlldren. The latter aa a rule pay more 
attention to the pictures than to the 
:ext, except where tho stories are read 
to them. For this reason he Increasing , 
excellence of the Illustrations is most j 
fortunate.

frree Masonry, 150 years ago, was cel- 
ebrated under the auspices of the Grand 
Lodge 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
President 


Roosevelt, who Is a Master, Mason,' be- 
fng present to honor the occasion. 


No phase of Washington's career Is 


more Interesting than his career as a 
Mason. From 1752 till the time of his 
death, a period of 47 years, he was a 
prominent and Influential member, and 
held many Important offices. 
He was 


consistent In his ndherences to the ten- 
ets of the order, and assisted In many 
public Masonic demonstrations. When- 
ever he was concerned In the laying of 
a corner stone or the dedication of a 
new building he always Insisted on the 
use of the Masonic ritual, and It is an 
Interesting fact to note that when the 
corner stone of the old Philadelphia 
mint, In Seventh street, was laid Wash- 
ington officiated in full Masonic regalia, 
and it was dedicated with the full cer- 
emonies of the order. 


Washington's connection vtlth the 


Masonic ord^r began on November 5, 
1752, 
at FVedericksburg, Va., when he 


was Installed Into the local lodge as 
entered apprentice. 
On March 5, 1753, 


lie passed to the second degree, and 
was mnde a master Mason on August 4, 
1753.

A Good Squirrel Poison 


The squirrel nuisance is not only 


troublesome but also destructive, and 
a good and handy remedy for it will 
afford the farmer both relief and satis- 
faction, aa the editor knows from.much 
trying experience. Here is one of the 
beat ever made public, cheap and easi- 
ly prepared, and always ready for use, 
which is given by George P. Hall in 
the Fruit World: 


"Take 5 quarts of clean wheat, scald 


with water, drain; take two thirds 01 
a cup of white sugar, dissolve with 
watei to make a syrup; add one ounce 
of strychnine, well powdered; 
stir 


thoroughly till a thiii paste is formed. 
Pour this on the damp wheat. Stir for 
at least 5 minutes, add a pint of pow- 
dered sugar, stir again, add 5 to 10 
drops of rhodium and 5 to 10 drops oil 
of anise seed. Place a few grains in 
each squirrel hole,"ptrttlng"lt iiras far 
as possible."
